Washington, July 24.—Plans wprked 
out in congress for raising war revenue 


were overturned today by annolunce- 
ment of forthcoming additional | esti- 
mates for war expenditures aggregating 
more than $5,000,000,000, principally in 
anticipation of assembling a second 
army of men under the selective draft. 

Secretary McAdoo, at a special meet- 
ing of the senate finance committee re- 
vealed that the war department alone 
is preparing estimates to cover addi- 
tional expenditures of nearly $5,000,- 
000,000 and asked the committee to hold 
up the $1,670,000,000 war tax bill, until 
the detailed estimates of all depart- 
ments are submitted. The committee 
agreed to the request and pigeon-holed 


had planned to submit during the day. , 
Allies Need More Money. 

The new estimates, including $500,- 
000,000 additional for the shipping board 
and $100,¢00,000 for the navy depart- 
ment, are to be submitted to tha com- 
mittee late this week. Then there will 
begin another revision of the revenue 
measure probably resulting in an in- | 
crease of the bill’s gross tax levy by | 
from  $350,000,000 to  $1,500,000,000. | 
Additional eredits may also be author- 
ized in the form of bonds or indebted- 
ness certificates. 

Besides the additional sums needed 
for the American war program, Secre- 
tary McAdoo told the senate committee! 
that the $3,000,000,000 authorized for 
loan to the allies probably would last 
only until October and that about $2,- 
000,000,000 for their further assistance 
would be needed. Provision for this, 
however, is not planned in connection 
with the pending revenue legislation. It 
probably will be considered at the 
next session. 

The secretary made’no recommenda- 
tion as to what part of the total should 
be raised by taxes and what part by 
bond issues or other credits. _1t was 
reported, however, that the treasury 
department. would favor raising $1,000,- 
000,000 mor. than had been planned in 
taxes, making the tax bill total $2,670,- 
000,000. 


Senators Staggered. 

As to the tax sources to be tapped 
to meet the new estimates, the commit- 
tee for the present is at sea. Mr. Mc- 
Adoo’s announcement came entirely 
without warning and more than one 
committeeman expressed himself as 
staggered by the size of the forthcom- 
ing estimate. The first disposition was 
to turn to new taxes on war excess 
profits and incomes. 

“There are many great sources of rev- 
enue open for a great and rich people 
like ours,” said Chairman Simmons, but 
he would not predict what the commit- 
tee would do.

Housing Accommodation Is 
Entirely Inadequate, and 
People of Atlanta Will Be 
Called Upon for $15,000 for 
New Dormitory. 


The war department yesterday tele- 
graphed President K. G. Matheson, of 
Georgia Tech, asking whether arrange- 
ments could be made to train from 400 
to 6500 students in the aviation school 
now being conducted instead of the 
200 originally contemplated. It was 
evident that the government, following 
the passage of the bi aviation bill, 
was preparing to establish one of its 
largest training schools at the Georgia 
School of Technology at the earliest 
possible moment. A reply was asked 
within twenty-four hours. 

Dr. Matheson found the school in 
something of a quandary, for the hous- 
ing accommodation at Tech is limited, 
the attendance of students in regular 
br Jnext fall is expected to ex- 
cee st year’s record, and it was 
with some difficulty that dormitorfes 
could be provided for the 200 aviation 
students already assigned to. Tech. He 
took steps at once to meet the problem. 

Is Up to Teeh. 

‘Tt is evident that it is the intention 
j of the war department to ‘put an army 
/in the air’ at the earliest possible mo- 
ment,” he told The Constitution last 
night. “It is up to Georgia Tech as an 
American institution to give the gov- 
ernment every possible aid, and we 
shall do it. 

“We are equipped in every regard ex- 
cept for housing, and in the power 
plant necessary to operate the institu- 
tion on the larger scale required. We 
can provide the housing facilities, how- 
ever, by erecting on our property near 
the campus wooden cantonment build- 
ings similar to those being built at 
Silver Lake. This will call for an ex- 
penditure of at least $15,000, and it is 
up to the people of Atlanta to provide 
this sum. 

“These young men will spend $70,000 
a month in Atlanta, or nearly a million 
a year, and the school will be conduct- 
ed for at least three years, it is ex- 
pected. I believe the business men of 
Atlanta will look upon the raising of 
this sum as an investment well worth 
while. 

“There is a probability that, unless 
we can meet the wishes of the war de- 
partment and enlarge the school, Tech 
will lose the students she has, for there

Dr. Matheson also called attention to 
the imperative need of installing the 
new power plant at Tech if the school 
of aviation is to be enlarged in scope. 

“The present legislature must give 
us, and give us quickly, the $30,000 
appropriation we have asked for to in- 
stall the mew machinery given us by 
manufacturers,” he said. “The power 
plant is totally inadequate to meet the 
present demands of the school, far less 
a demand for increased power. We have 
$150,000 worth of modern machinery, 
the gift of great manufacturers, ready 
to be shipped us, when we shall have 
been provided this small sum _ with 
which to put it in place in the new 
building completed last year.”

Washington, July 24.—The adminis- 
tration’s program of food legislation 
encountered another delay today when 
Republican Leader Mann blocked plans 
to hurry the food control bill to con- 
ference. 

The proposal to create a joint com- 
mittee of congress on expenditures of 
the war, written into the bill in the 
senate and objected to by Vlresident 
Wilson as signifying a lack of confi- 
dence in him, was the feature which 
Started the trouble. The republican 
leader rallied many members of his 
party about him and tonight the situa- 
tion had taken on the aspect of a par- 
tisan fight virtually for the first time 
since the war session met. 

Administration: leaders, despairing of 
sending the bill to conference under a 
unanimous consent agreement, are pre- 
pared to bring in a special rule tomor- 
row under which they expect to force a 


conference and in additfon to Instruct - 


the conference to disagreé to all senate 
amendments. 
Took Lenders by Surprise. 

Taking the administration managers 
by surprise, Mr. Mann served notice 
when the bill came up today that he 
would not give the unanimous consent 
for the bill to go to conference unless 
a separate vote was permitted on the 
war committee proposal. <A hasty can- 
vass of those present convinced the ad- 
ministration men that they could not 
be certain of a majority against the 
proposal and adjournment was taken. 
Unanimous consent again will be asked 
tomorrow before the special rule is in- 
voked, but the republican leaders have 
summoned the entire membership here 
for a vote and a partisan division seems 
certain.” In preparation for it the dem- 
ocrats tightened up their lines tonight 
to insure the presence of a democratic 
majority. It was thought possible that 
a few democrats would vote with the 
republicans. 

Adoption of the rule will virtually 
preclude separate votes also on the $2 
minimum for wheat and prohibition 
amendments, strongly desired by 
eral house democrats. 

Throughout debate today 
Lever, in charge of the bill, promised 
that the house democratic conferees 
would do their utmost to force accept- 
ance of the original provisions of the 
house bill. In that form there was no 
provision for either a war expenditure 
committee, a food board of three mem- 
bers, or $2 for wheat. The prohibition 
sections contemplated a bone dry coun- 
try.

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EXEMPTION CLAIMS: 
MUST BE FILED EARLY 


All Should Be in by the Last 
Day Set for Physical 
‘“‘Exams.”’ 


Claims for exemption from the draft 
must be filed not later than the last 
day set aside for physical examination 
by the board. 

Managers of local boards pointed out 
Tuesday that an erroneous impression 
that seven days after standing physical 
“exams” was allowed for filing exemp- 
tion claims had gotten broadcast.. — 

The government's regulation specific- 
ally states that exemption claims must 
be filed with local boards by all first- 
call men by the last day of their physi- 
Cal examinations. ‘the erroneous im- 
pression got started, it is thought, be- 
cause of the wording of the language 
of the - regulations governing the draft, 
which stated “that seven days after 
date of mailing notice to appear for ex- 
amination exemption claims must be 
tiled.”’ 

This interpreted means that not later 
than the last day allowed for “exams,” 
exemption claims must be in the hands 
of the board. 

The notice to appear for examination 
by the board’s physician will call one- 
third of the first-call men to appear on 
the fifth day after date of mailing no- 
tice, one-third on the sixth day after 
mailing notice, and the remainder on 
the seventh day after date of mailing 
notice. 

The calling of the first-call men to 
appear in gsections is to expedite the 
work of the examining physicians. 

Official blanks on which to make out 
claims for exemption are being distrib- 
uted to the first-call men-only at the of- 
fices of the various exemption boards. 
Men who are to be drafted at later pe- 
riods are requested to ask for these 
blanks now, as the supply is limited. 


Two Years in Pen. 

Any person seeking to avoid the op- 
eration of the draft by making false 
Statements as to the fitness or liability 
of himself of any other person for serv- 
ice under the provisions of the act ap- 
proved May 18, 1917, shall be subject to 
a fine of 310,000 or two years imprison- 
ment, or both. 

It is expected that the efficial lists of 
the serial numbers as drawn in Wash- 
ington will be received from Washing- 
ton by Adjutant General J. Van Holt 
Nash today and will be immediately 
transmitted to the local and county ex- 
emption boards. 

The physical examinations will at 
once determine hundreds who are to go 
into the first selective army of 687,000 
In case a young man passes his physi- 
eal examination and claims no exemption 
his name will be forwarded to Wash- 
ington at once as qualified for the first 
army. 

In case exemption is claimed, the ex- 
emption board is expected to pass upon 
the grounds for exempticns within three 
days. If the claim is turned down, the 
district boards having jurisdiction over 
the local board will be notified imme- 
diately that “John Doe's” claim has 
been rejected. Likewise, “John Doe” 
will receive notice that his claims have 
been rejected bY the local beards, and 
notice that he can appeal his case to the 
district board if he so chooses. 


Second Physical “Exam.” 


However, the army doctors at 
training camp will get a fina! say-so 
about the physically fit entering the 
army.

DAVIS CATTLE TICK 


House Committee Approves 
Measure for State-Wide 
Eradication. 


House general agricultural commit- 
tee, No. 1, in session Tuesday after- 
noon, recommended for passage the bill 
of Representative Davis, of Laurens, 
providing for state-wide cattle tick 
eradication. 

The bill does not provide for compul- 
sory dipping of cattle, but makes it 
imperative that all cattle sold or trans- 
ported in Georgia shall be free from 
cattle tick. This measure allows: a 
farmer to keep tick-infected cattle on 
his own farm, if he so desires, but it 
protects his neighbor from infection 
from these cattle, and makes it 
lutely necessary that a farmer rid his 
cattle of ticks before they can become 
a paying investment for him.

SUNDAY FREIGHT 


BILL RECOMMENDED 


PROBLEM SOLVED 


Senate Passes Measure Au- 
thorizing Railroad Com- 
mission to Permit Sunday 
Trains When Necessary. 


The senate solved the problem of 
allowing freight trains to operate on 
Sunday as a war emergency measure 
looking to relieving freight congestion 
and car shortage troubles, when on 
Tuesday morning it adopted the amend- 
ment of Senator Mundy, to the bill of 
Senator Beauchamp, the amendment 
authorizing the state railroad commis- 
sion to suspend the act prohibiting Sun- 
day operation whenever it might deem 
conditions warrant. 

Senator Beauchamp’s bill, which 
would have repealed the statute pro- 
hibiting the operation of freight trains 
on Sunday, was debated long and hotly 
at Monday’s session. The opposition 
to the bill was continued on Tuesday 
by Senator Brown, who introduced an 
amendment which would allow farmers 
to work on Sunday to the same extent 
as the privilege of operating freight 
trains on Sunday might be accorded to 
railroads. Senator Brown made a 
lengthy and impassioned address be- 
fore the senate on the subject. In re- 
ply to questions from Senator Andrews, 
senator Brown stated that his object 
in introducing his amendment was not 
to bring about a condition where the 
farmers of the state would-be author- 
ized to desecrate the Sabbath, but to 
defeat the entire bill, if possible. On 
an aye and nay vote on Senator Brown's 
amendment, it was killed by a vote of 
32 to 38, Senators Brown, Wohlwender 
and Leonard voting in favor of the 
amendment. 

The bill as amended and passed does 
not repeal the act prohibiting the oper- 
ation of freight trains on Sunday, but 
places the railroad commission of the 
State in position to suspend the act 
whenever carriers, upon petition, ean 
show the necessity for Sunday opera- 
tion of freight trains. The commission 
is authorized in the bill to rescind an 
order suspending the act whenever it 
feels that the emergency has passed. 

The bill as amended was passed by 
a vote of 28 to 4, a call for ayes and 
nays not having been sustained, 

The senate also adopted the 
tute bill of Senator Odom, providing

The bill provided that 7 per cent in- 
terest shall be paid on all taxes due 
and unpaid after December 20 each 
year, and that the tax collectors shall

Several prominent 
ladies were present at the meeting 
Tuesday afternoon to speak in favor 
of the bill, and they announced that 
a large number would be present at 
the hearing Thursday.

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A LEGAL INCONSISTENCY. 

After protracted debate the house com- 
mittee to which was referred Representative 
Dr. John C. White’s bill to raise the age of 
consent in Georgia from ten.years to fifteen, 
has reported favorably a compromise meas- 
ure fixing the age at fourteen years. 

This bill, embodying a compromise on 
the age limit, ought to pass without opposi- 
tion, and without further tinkering, unless 
to place the age limit back to where Dr. 
White had it—if not higher. 

Certainly fourteen years is an immature 
enough age at which a girl child may legally 
consent to her own ruin!, Fifteen, sixteen, 
eighteen or even twenty would be better, 
for that matter; but the bill as it stands 
contemplates a vast improvement over the 
existing law which fixes the age of consent 
at the disgracefully low mark of ten years. 

Under the laws of Georgia the marriage 
of any girl under fourteen years of age, 
whether by the ¢onsent of herself, her 


parents or anybody else, is illegal and in- | 


“valid. And no ordinary in Georgia can 
legally issue a license to marry involving a 
girl between the ages of fourteen and 
eighteen without the consent of the girl's 
parents or guardian. If, however, such a 
license is issued and the girl married, the 
marriage holds, but the ordinary issuing the 
license may be fined $500, thus very clearly 
putting the burden upon the ordinary to 
issue no license to a girl under eighteen to 
marry without the consent of her parents 
or guardian. 

And thus at fourteen years of age a girl 
in Georgia cannot consent to her marriage, 
vet she may, even at an age as low as ten 
years, consent to her own ruin. 

This legal inconsistency is forcefully set 
forth by Myrta Lockett Avary in her artful 
verse, published in last Sunday’s Constitu- 
tion:

To the layman it seems a preposterous 
proposition that a girl might consent to her 
own ruin without even the redress of mar- 
riage—for under fourteen she cannot legally 
consent to her own marriage! 

The legislature would be doing a distinct 
service to the state and to the little girls 
of the state were it to take this view of the 
matter, and fix the age of consent at least 
to conform with the legal age of consent to 
marriage. 

This whole subject is ‘a most unpleasant 
one to discuss; and it is too bad that it 
must be discussed—too bad that there 
should be legislative opposition that neces- 
sitates discussing it. But the law as it 
stands is so disgustingly inhuman and out 
of keeping with twentieth century civiliza- 
tion, morals and justice that a change is 
imperative. 

And while the proposed fourteen-years- 
age law is not all that it perhaps should 
be, it is infinitely better than the present 


law; and, if that is the best that we can 
have at this time, let’s have it enacted and |

NEEDED LEGISLATION. 


No measure fraught with more beneficial 
importance to the state has been introduced 
in the present session of the general assem- 
bly than the bill of Representative Neill to 
prohibit the movement of cattle from any 
quarantined area outside of, or within, the 
State of Georgia into any tick-free section, 
except for immediate slaughter, and to pro- 
vide for the destruction of infected animals 
and for compensation to owners. 

For many years, while the advantages of 
Georgia as a cattle-raising section were 
being heralded by economists throughout 
the union, our own people were apparently 
indifferent to this neglected source of in- 
come. 

Thousands of acres of perennial grass, 
almost sufficient in quantity and quality to 
nourish the cattle supply of the world, were 
permitted to lie idle in the very heart of 
the temperate zone where grazing is pos- 
sible for Mine months in the year. 

The recent great progress in agricultural 
conditions, made possible by educational in- 
stitutions, travel and experience, has been 
reflected in the material advance demon- 
strated in the cattle industry throughout the 
south, and particularly in Georgia, where 
greater progress is, however, sadly needed. 

With the extermination of the cattle tick, 
Texas fever, which often masquerades as 
acclimation sickness, has disappeared, and 
Herefords, Shorthorns and Jerseys have 
supplanted the scrub cattle of the pine bar- 
rens, just as Berkshires, BDurocs and Hamp- 
shires have driven out the razor-back hog, 
which was apparently built more for speed 
than for meat production. 

There has been no more important factor 
in the development of the cattle industry in 
this state than the local packing houses es- 
tablished in Atlanta, in Moultrie and in 
other sections of the state, and whose suc- 
cessful operation is responsible for similar 
enterprises now in process of formation in 
Macon and other Georgia cities. 

The cattle tick should be exterminated 
by systematic and relentless methods, but 
domestic packing houses should not be sub- 
jected to unnecessary and hurtful regula- 
tion to accomplish that result. 

Contagious diseases in cattle should be 
suppressed by the use of every modern 
method, but the progressive citizens’ of 
Georgia, who are pioneers in the cattle in- 


| dustry, are doing the state a great service, 


and should be fairly compensated for cattle 
destroyed pursuant to the public welfare. 

Representative Neill’s bill will receive 
the approval of the farmers and packers of 
Georgia, and of the consumers who will be 
its chief beneficiaries. It should and doubt- 
less will receive the enthusiastic indorse- 
ment of the state department of agriculture, 
and be promptly enacted into law. 


AN ARCHAIC ARGUMENT. 


In a debate on the floor of the house last 
Monday when an appropriation for the ex- 
pansion of the state university was at issue, 
a legislator—Representative C. R. McCrory, 
of Schley county—made the astounding 
statement that in his opinion “the game isn’t 
worth the ammunition!” 

Well, if that is true, then there is noth- 
ing more to be said. 

If that is true, Georgia is annually wast- 
ing large sums of money, foolishly wasting 
it, in training the intellects of our sons and 
daughters; throwing it away on education; 
squandering it in culture and the making of 
more refined, more scholarly, better-equipped 
men and women of our boys and girls! 

If “the game isn’t worth the ammuni- 
tion,” the sooner we quit appropriating 
money for all education the better; and the 
earlier the legislators choke off this need- 
less drain from the treasury and put the 
state back on a basis of barbarism, the bet- 
ter it will be. 

Why, the assembly of Georgia has been 
appropriating money to the University of 
Georgia, according to Mr. McCrory’s declar- 
debate, for the last 117 years!— 
“until enough money has been sent into 
Clarke county (the home county of the 
university) to pave the streets of Athens 
with silver! 

Think of it, gentlemen! And for what? 
Nothing—nothing, but education! Nothing, 
but to cultivate the mere brains of our boys 
and girls!

Smith’s letter, President Knight reasserts 
that, while Senator Smith may have been 
“regular” in that he voted on the final bal- 
lot for the war measures of President Wil- 
son, he found “hills to climb and rivers to 
cross” before the vote was reached “which 
delayed the march if it did not give comfort 
to the foe. 

President hnight states that the support 
which Senator Smith has given to the pres- 
ident has been “soured by reluctance,” and 
that the senior senator “cannot pass for 
cream what has turned to clabber.” 

The Original Charge. 

It will be recalled that the Georgia His- 
torical association severely castigated the 
two Georgia senators in a letter in which the 
following appeared: 

“It is a matter of humiliation and just 
anger to patriotic Georgians that our sen- 
ators are among those who are impeding the 
government in these matters. In the press, 
on public occasions and in private conversa- 
tion, the people are unmistakably showing 
their profound resentment of the action of 
our public servants, who are miserably fail- 
ing to reflect our sentiments. Every patriot 
at such a time should rise above personal 
grievances and forego merely captious ob- 
Struction, to the end that our country may 
emerge. victorious from this momentous 
struggle. Having sat its first annual meet-

ing sent a telegram to President Wilson, 
pledging its loyal support, the Georgia His- 
torical association now calls upon Georgia’s 
representatives to change their attitude to- 
ward the government. and mould their con- 
duct in accordance with the wishes of the 
people of whom they are presumably the 
mouthpiece.”’ 

In reply to this, Senator 
letter to President Knight, which was pub- 
lished in full in yesterday’s Constitution.

“Atlanta, Ga., July 24, 1917. 
“Hon. Hoke Smith, United States Senate, 
Washington, LD. C. 

‘Dear Sir:—Your letter of July 20, ad- 
dressed to the officers of the Georgia His- 
torical association, has just reachea me in 
today’s mail. As the official head of this body 
l undertake to give you an immediate an- 
swer. But since I cannot, at a moment's 
notice, communicate with my associates, who 
reside in different parts of the state, I as- 
sume full responsibility for what | shall say 
in this letter. Should I, therefore, say any- 
thing which they will not approve, let the 
consequences fall upon my own head. 

“In the first place, the Georgia Historical 
association acted entirely within its prov- 
ince in calling upon our senators in congress 
to uphold the president. This step was in 
no sense prompted by political considera- 
tions. Still less was it dictated by any feel- 
ing of personal animosity toward either of 
the Georgia senators. In a crisis like the 
present, it is the duty of every organization 
to support the government and to exert in 
this direction every particle of influence 
which it possesses. 

“The society, of which I am the official 
head, is affiliated with the American His- 
torical association, a body of serious-minded 
men which, at this crisis, ig loyally uphold- 
ing the government. It has urged this policy 
on all local and state bodies throughout the 
union. Nor is it unseemly in an organiza- 
tion of this character to emphasize the prin- 
ciples on which this nation has always stood 
and to steer its course by the ancient land- 
marks of the fathers. 

“When the Georgia Historical association 
was organized its loyal support wag tendered 
to the president in a telegram, which he 
promptly acknowledged. 

“Yet for mildly protesting against the 
dilatory tactics of our two senators in con- 
gress we are charged with falsifying the 
truth of history. Ye gods on Mount Olym- 
us! 

f “To quote Your exact language: ‘The 
statement (contained in this circular) is so 
unjust and false in the implication which it 
carries with reference to myself that 1 might 
well suppose it was circulated by an un- 
scrupulous opponent whose object was to in- 
fluence an election.’

“Were it not for the motives which you 
impute to the officers of the Georgia His- 
torical association, I Would leave your let- 
ter unanswered, except perhaps to give it a 
courteous acknowledgment. Having  per- 
formed a plain duty, I would have been con- 
tent to let the matter rest. But your em- 
ployment of adjectives, which better describe 
your own record in the politics of (zeorgia, 
requires that something more be said. 

‘There is not an officer of the Georgia 
Historical association who, in character, in 
repute, in courage, and in patriotism, is not 
the equal of any member of congress, e¥en 
though he may wear the toga of Georgia's 
senior senator. Epithets applied to such men 
can harm only the one who coins them. 
Speaking for myself, I wish to say to you, 
Senator Smith, that I have no enemies but 
Georgia's, and you can force no quarrel with 
me if you are a friend to her. 

“T am amazed at the particularity with 
which you enumerate’: the measures of the 
administration which you have supported. 
But, like the lady in ‘Hamlet,’ ‘methinks you 
protest too much.’

ASTHMA AS A SYMPTOM. 


Dr. Allan Eustis, of Tulane university, 
has conducted a study of asthma in a long 
Series of cases, and he believes that the 
condition should be considered, not a dis- 
tinct disease, but a symptom-complex, at- 
tending various pathological states. He 
cites some instances in which patients were 
Sent as cases of asthma, when, in fact, they 
were found to be suffering from aneurism 
(ballooning) of the aorta or great artery of 
the chest, or from a tumor of a ivmph gland 
or node deep in the chest. This suggests 
the advisability of having an X-ray picture 
of the chest in the diagnosis of a case of sup- 
posed asthma. 

Among the products formed in the normal 
digestion of the food proteins (nitrogenous 
substances like meat, fish, eggs, cheese) {8 
hystidin, an animo-acid. This hystidin may 
Sive rise to a further product on putrefac- 
tion, which has produced characteristic 
asthmatic seizures when iniected into the 
blood of an animal. With it Eustis has also 
Produced hives. Kustis believes that the 
putrefaction decomposition of hystidin in the 
intestine may account for many cases of 
asthma, and that by avoiding certain foods 
patients may obtain relief from the seizures. 

Other workers have clearly shown that 
trifling collections of pus Or matter in such 
places as the tonsils. nasal accessory sinuses, 
Z&ums or teeth are often the underlying 
Cause of asthmatic seizures, and that the 
discovery and eradication of the focus of 
poisoning brings relief to the victim of the 
disease. It is quite probaple that some sub- 
stance poisonous product of 


akin to the 
hystidin putrefaction niay be produced by the 
actfon of the germs in these septic depots or 
foci. Of course, it is well known that most 
persons harboring such septie foei have no 
asthma; this is perhaps attributable to the 
fact that their internal secretions or ductless 
gland ferments are capable of oxidizing or 
destroying or rendering inert the poison. In 
practice one ductless gland ferment or hor- 
mone, adrenalin, has proved a  powehful 
remedy for the relief of asthmatic attacks 
in numerous cases, so that Eustis is un- 
doubtedly correct in his interesting assump- 
tion. The excellent results commonly ob- 
tained from the treatment of asthma with 
Vaccines prepared from the patient's own 
sputum (from the streptococci! or other bac- 
teria found in the sputum) may be explained 
by assuming that the administration of such 
vaccines stimulates the individual's flagging 
power of destroying or rendering inert the 
cope neny which precipitates his asthmatic at- 
acks.

Olive Complexion and Sunlight. 

My physician agrees with you that the 
sun is the best germicide and tonic, but my 
complexion is olive and my skin very sensli- 
tive, and he says sunlight will make it 
darker, rough and sallow. He considers sun- 
light better for blonds. Is this correct? (G.

ANSWER—Africans have very dark com- 
plexion and stand lots of stron sunlight 
well. The northern Europeans have light 
complexion, and do not stand strong sunlight 
well. As to your complexion, your physi- 
cian is right: but as to the general health, 
darker complexioned individuals need more 
sunlight than blonds, because their pigment 
tends to exclude the rays. Sunlight is one 
of the strongest blood-making remedies we 
know today. The hemoglobin (iron color- 
ing in red corpuscles) increases about ten 
per cent in the first few days of exposure of 
even the legs alone to direct sunlight for 
several minutes, three times a day, stopping 
short of sunburn, of courge. 

The Raw Ege Delusion. 


We have plenty of fresh eggs, and 
make her take them beaten up 
before meals, but she is wilful 
and obstinate, like most girls of her age, 
and generally refuses to take them, though 
she likes scrambled egxes and omelets. Can 
you suggest any way to get her to take the 
eggs? iMrs. 'E.) 
ANSWER—Yes. Scramble them, or make 
omelet. There is nothing virtuous 
an uncooked egg. If you like eggs 
very well; but they are a little more 
digestible and certainly as nourishing and 
strengthening cooked. The notion that raw 
eggs are more strengthening than cooked 
eggs probably arose from the ancient custom 
of forcing invalids to down large quantities 
of beaten raw eggs, when they could not or 
would not eat reasonable meals. And surely 
it is unwise to feed a raw egg or any other 
nourishment right before or after a regular 
meal. Such things, if advisable at all, should 
be given at fairlv regular times midway be- 
tween regular meals, and then only with the 
invalid.

As far back as April 17, upon the floor 
of the senate, in support of the $7,000,- 
000,000 bond bill, I urged the immediate 
exertion of every power of our nation 
to be used to defeat the Germans and 
win the great struggle in which we are 
encsaged.

If you had charged that I have not 
supported every measure called an ad- 
ministration measure just as it came 
to congress, the charge would be true.

Big Increase in Yield. 
Meanwhile, Georgia farmers stand to 


have an increased yield of 3,000,000 
bushels of sweet potatoes on their 
hands to dispose of elsewhere than 
where they expected to be able to place 
them. The estimated yield for Geor- 
gia this year will be 10,000;000 bushels. 

When the list of articles for sub- 
sistence of the national army was made 
up and the state market bureau made 
an examination of it, it was found that 
sweet potatoes are not included. Im- 
mediately this fact was drawn to the 
attention of the quartermaster general 
in Washington, and at the same time

Food Control Bill. 

Now I come to the food control bill.

action immediately following the Neill 
bill, South Georgia opposition to the 
bill has been vigorously at work in 
three or four spots since last week, but 
its authors express confidence it will be 
passed. 
Bowden Bill Killed. 

The house of representatives Tues- 
day killed the bill proposing to make 
Bowdon college a branch of the uni- 
versity, converting it into a state nor- 
mal school. The bill polled a favor- 
able vote, on the roll call of 87 to 76 
opposed, but fell short of the requisite 
constitutional majority of 95 votes. 
Messrs. Russell and Bale of Floyd, 
Burkhalter of Tattnall, and Hall of 
Bibb spoke in opposition to the bill, 
While Messrs. Beazley of Taliaferro, 
Bankston of Troup, Dorris of Crisp, 
Bagwell of Carroll, and the author, Mr. 
Beck of Carroll, spoke for it. 

Immediately after the vote Mr. Beck 
gave notice that he would move at the 
proper time for a reconsideration of 
the action of the house in defeating 
the Measure, 

Three more bills were introduced 
Tuesday proposing to abolish the fee 
system in certain judicial circuits and 
put the solicitors on a salary basis. 
Kach of the proposed bills was the 
form agreed upon by the caucus on that 
movement early in the session. One 
of them is from the Blue Ridge cir- 
cuit, proposing a salary of $3,000 for 
the solicitor general. This is of more 
than passing interest, inasmuch as 
rumor has it there has been virtually 
an open political feud in that circuit in 
court official circles for several months, 
going to such an extent, in fact, as to 
attract no little outside attention. 

The Stone Mountain circuit and the 
Southern circuit also have propositions 
to eliminate the fee system and es- 
tablish a $3,000 annual salary for the 
solicitors general. In the matter of a 
similar bill, submitted from the Pa- 
taula circuit, there was a division be- 
fore the committee this morning, and 
that bill was not reported back to the 
house. Mr. Arnold of Clay wanted the 
salary fixed at $4,000 a year, or else 
leave the office on a fee basis. Mr. 
Pickett of Terrell opposed making the 
salary of the solicitor larger than that 
of the judge. 

Fix Salary for Wimbish. 


Some months ago a difference arose 
between the Western and Atlantic com- 
mission and Attorney W. A. Wimbish 
over the question of salary, the com- 
mission having fixed a figure which Mr. 
Wimbish declined to accept. In its re- 
port the commission directs attention 
to that contention, and cites the fact 
that Mr. Wimbish put the commission 
on notice he would take the question 
before the legislature for settlement, 


inasmuch as he was named by the leg- 


islature and not ‘by the commission. 

Today Representative Beck of Car- 
roll introduced a bill seeking to amend 
the original W. & A. commission act 
by fixing the salary of W. A. Wimbish 
at $1,500 a year, allowing him travel- 
ing expenses and $500 a year for a 
stenographer. : 

Representative Clifton of Lee pro- 
poses the enactment of a law which 
will make it illegal to own a dog which 
is allowed to be unmuzzled after Sep- 
tember 15. The bill does not provide 
that the dog shall not go at large un- 
less muzzled, but that it shall be ille- 
gal to own the animal.

House Committee Favors Ad- 
vanced Form of Government 
for Mill Community. 


Though Lee Wyatt, of Troup, made 
an impassioned-plea against the grant- 
ing of a city charter to Southwest La- 
Grange, the municipal committee of 
the house yesterday afternoon favor- 
ably recommended the matter back to 
the house, while the 228 residents of 
the district who had come to Atlanta 
On a special train from LaGrange wild- 
ly cheered, 

Under the proposed charter, the.cot- 
ton mill section, which lies southwest 
of the city of LaGrange, will become 
incorporated under not only the com- 
mission form or government, but the 
city manager plan. Its strongest ad- 
vocates are the officers of the Hill- 
side Cotton mills, the Unity Spinning 
mills, the Elm City Cotton mills and 
the Unity mills. 

The mills are under one manage- 
ment, and with the exception of the 
Unity mills, are all within the territory 


,of the proposed new municipality. Ful- 


ler E. Callaway, treasurer, spoke in be- 
half of the project, pointing otft the 
necessity of sewerage, water and lights 
for the health and safety of the 8,160 
residents of the district. This is the 
main plea for the incorporation of the 
mill district. 
Wyatt Opposes. 

Mr. Wyatt opposed the measure 
the grounds that the three men _ pro- 
posed in the bill for the offices of 
commissioners of the new city should 
be elected rather than agreed on by 
the mill management. The men are 
D. D. Towers, I. B. Grimes and Boyd 
Ragsdale, superintendents of the three 
mills, which will bein the new munici- 
pality. Mr. Wyatt urged that it was 
against democracy to allow these men. 
none of whom live in the territory of 
the new city, he said, to absolutely con- 
trol the destinies of the many people 
Who live there.

‘STOCK CONTROL 


—— 


Market Resumes Its Down- 

ward Course With Almost 
the Smallest Turnover of 
Any Full Session This 
Summer—Money Easy. 


New York, July 24.—Stocks resumed 
their downward course today on almost 
the smallest turn-over of any full ses- 
sion thus far this summer. Total deal- 
ings ‘barely amounted to 530,000 shares, 
steels, equipments and shippings con- 
tributing fully two-thirds of the whole. 

Traders again. aligned themselves 
on the bear side, forcing prices to low- 
est levels in the last hour, the only ac- 
tive period of the day. So far as they 
had any incentive at all, operations 
were almost wholly governed by di- 
verse reports from Washington, 

Shippings Depressed. 

Shippings were further depressed at 
the outset, but rallied temporarily on 
the elimination of the original ship- 
building board, only to lose ground 
again later. Rails were moved to high- 
er levels for a time on the interstate 
commerce commission decision, which 
favored the Western and Pacific coast 
carriers, but soon fell back with the 
general list.

detailed comment, steels and the
